The death of John Purcell on October 17, 1923, was the result 
of a gunshot wound sustained while actually in the performance of 
his duty under the following circumstances: 

At about 7.40 o'clock p. m., October 15, 1923, John Purcell 
and H. R. Crawford, patrolmen assigned to the fourth precinct for 
plain-clothes duty in the suppression of vice, were passing an alley 
in the rear of the Bell School, First Street, between B and C Streets 
SW. Their attention was attracted by a movement in the alley, 
which was unlighted. They entered to investigate and were greeted 
by a fusilade of shots, and both men were wounded, Purcell succumb- 
ing to his injury on October 17, 1923, and Crawford's life being for 
many weeks despaired of. The officers bravely stood their ground 
and returned the fire, killing one of their assailants, namely. George 
Ludley, colored. Investigation developed the fact that five colored 
men had entered the alley for the purpose of committing a robbery 
and while engaged in making their preparations were discovered by 
these two officers and opened fire upon them. Three of the colored 
men were arrested within 24 hours after the commission of the crime, 
the fourth being arrested on October 24, 1923, and these four men 
are at present awaiting trial on the charge of first-degree murder. 

John Purcell was a faithful and courageous officer, and his tragic 
end is mourned by the entire force.

ACTIVITIES OF THE FORCE 

Notwithstanding the varied and complex nature of the duties 
devolving upon the individual officer, the department as a whole has 
displayed unusual activity in the enforcement of the laws and regula- 
tions in effect in the District of Columbia, the total number of arrests 
for the fiscal year having been 72,234, as compared with 66,758 for 
the previous year, an increase of 5,476, or S.203 per cent, the great 
majority of these arrests being for misdemeanors, a statement which 
very effectually disposes of any statement or inference to the effect 
that Washington is a crime center. 

The arrests for felonies totaled 3,165 as compared with 2,880 for 
the preceding year, an increase of 285, or 9.89 per cent, this increase 
in the number of arrests being attributed to increased efficiency of 
the force rather than to any unusual increase in crime. 
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Of the total number arrested, 41,896 were white and 30,338 colored; 
64,996 were males and 7,238 females. 

Ten thousand one hundred and four of those arrested were under 
21 years of age and 2,350 of that number were under 17 years of a^e, 
a condition worthy of serious attention and constructive effort by 
proper agencies in some nation-wide movement for the study of juve- 
nile delinquency, its cause, its effect on the body politic, and the 
remedy for a condition in this respect which can not be classed as 
otherwise than serious. 

As murder is the most serious of all crimes, I deem it advisable to 
present here complete statistics as to that phase of crime for the 
period covered by this report. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1924, 29 murders were com- 
mitted and 28 arrests made. While the department regrets the ex- 
istence of conditions which make it necessary to report any crimes of 
this character, I can not, however, but point with satisfaction to the 
record made by the members of this department in successfully 
clearing up such murders as were committed and arresting the offend- 
ers, and I submit herewith a complete statement containing interest- 
ing data as to the color and sex of the victim, color and sex of person 
committing the crime, and the means used, together with a compila- 
tion showing similar data with regard to cases of manslaughter.

DETECTIVE BUREAU 

The detective bureau is charged with the investigation of criminal 
cases in any and all parts of the police jurisdiction and the inspector 
in command thereof is authorized and empowered to utilize the en- 
tire resources of the department in the prevention and detection of 
crime. 

The activities of this bureau for the period covered by this report 
resulted in a total of 2,330 arrests and in the recovery of propertv 
valued at $314,936.22. 

BUREAU OF CRIMINAL IDENTIFICATION 

It is the function of this bureau to furnish the department with 
such information as will assist in the prevention and detection of 
crime, and the identification, apprehension, and conviction of crim- 
inals and in exercising that function the attaches of the bureau are 
required to — 

(a) Photograph, measure, and fingerprint criminals arrested. 

(6) Visit scenes of crime and inspect the same for fingerprint or 
other evidence, and when necessary to photograph the scene of any 
crime. 

(c) Photograph scenes of fatal accidents for coroner's inquests and 
possible evidence in court. 

(d) Obtain description of, photograph, and, when thought ad- 
visable, fingerprint unknown dead persons for the purpose of identi- 
fication. 

(e) Copy photographs of persons wanted or reported missing. 

if) Photograph fraudulent checks and other documents for 
evidence for future reference, and to perform such other duties 
within the purview- of the special character of their work.

BUREAU OF LOST PROPERTY 

The functions of this bureau are the tracing and recovery of lost 
and stolen property and the supervision and inspection of establish- 
ments of dealers in second-hand personal property. This bureau 
makes and maintains card index records of all property reported lost 
or stolen and of all transactions reported by dealers in second-hand 
personal property. 

Dealers in second-hand personal property are required to submit 
to the major and superintendent, before 10 o'clock a. m. each day, 
a report of the business transacted by them during the previous 24 
hours ending at 8 o'clock a. m. As a result of the records maintained 
property to the value of $17,143 was recovered, and 374 dealers of the 
class mentioned submitted daily reports. 

PHARMACY INSPECTION BUREAU 

The officers assigned to this bureau are charged with the enforce- 
ment of the antinarcotic laws and all the laws relating to the practice 
of pharmacy, medicine, dentistry, veterinary medicine, and massage 
establishments.

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SANITARY BUREAU 

The officer assigned to this bureau is charged with the duty of 
investigating cases of alleged insane persons reported to the depart- 
ment: the preparation of the affidavits required by law for the tem- 
porary detention of such persons, and the drafting, executing, and 
filing of the commissioner's petitions for writs of inquiry, and the 
attendance at court in the hearings of such cases before a judge and 
jury. 

During the year covered by this report. 411 patients were admitted 
to St. Elizabeths Hospital, 3*25 of whom had been taken into custody 
by the police and held for mental observation. Of the total number, 
321 were adjudged insane and committed. 

TRAFFIC BUREAU 

The traffic bureau is under the immediate command and super- 
vision of an inspector, and it is the function of said bureau to— 

(a) Take necessary action in the matter of all complaints concern- 
ing violations of the traffic regulations, which may be referred to 
same. 

(h) Make and maintain classified record of arrests made by all 
members of the force for violations of the traffic regulations. 

(c) Make and maintain card index record of all casualties occur- 
ring in the District of Columbia. 

((]} Examine all applicants for permits to operate motor vehicles 
in the District of Columbia. 

It is the duty of the inspector in command of said bureau to make 
recommendations to the major and superintendent from time to 
time concerning enactments of regulations having to do with the 
regulation and movement' of traffic, and to exercise general super- 
vision over all members of the force assigned to the specific duty of 
directing traffic and enforcing the traffic regulations. The said in- 
spector also exercises supervision over the hack-inspection service, 
whose function it is — 

(a) To investigate the character of applicants for licenses to drive 
passenger vehicles. 

(b) To inspect all public vehicles tor hire where such vehicles 
occupy public stands with the object in view of maintaining such 
vehicles in safe, sightly, and sanitary condition. 

(c) To enforce all laws and regulations pertaining to the operation 
of passenger vehicles for hire and the licensing of drivers thereof. 

((?) To investigate all complaints relating to the drivers of public 
vehicles.

HOUSE OF DETENTION 

The House of Detention is an institution established and main- 
tained for the detention of children under 17 years of age, and in the 
discretion of the commissioners, of girls and women over 17 years of 
age arrested by the police on charge of offense against any law in force 
in the District of Columbia, or held as witnesses, or held pending final 
investigation or examination or otherwise, and is under the immediate 
supervision of the officer commanding the woman's bureau, such 
bureau having its headquarters in the building occupied as the House 
of Detention. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1924, the House of Detention 
received 2,792 persons, the averge daily population being 42 and the 
average stay 4.67 days. 
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The commitments totaled 13,050 days and 39,150 meals were served 
during the year, and nonsectarian religious exercises were conducted 
each Sunday for the benefit of the inmates. 

SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION 

The school of instruction maintained by the department for the 
instruction of members of the force opened September 1, 1923, and 
closed June 4, 1924. 

The schedule of studies and instructions included the following sub- 
jects: First aid, report writing, Metropolitan Police Manual, police 
practice and procedure, Criminal Code, civil government, city geog- 
raphy, miscellaneous acts of Congress, court procedure, evidence, 
attitude toward the public. 

One hundred and forty-seven members of the force were given 
the benefit of the course, an average of 21 per class, each term con- 
sisting of 30 days of 7 hours each. 

CHILD LABOR INSPECTION SERVICE 

Two members of the force are assigned to the duty of enforcing 
the provisions of the act of Congress approved May 28,. 1908, known 
as the child labor law. During the fiscal year covered by this report 
the officers so assigned made the following visits and inspections:

CHIEF (ALSO PROPERTY) CLERK 

The chief clerk exercises general supervision over all the clerical 
work of the department and issues all supplies on approved requisi- 
tions. As property clerk he is charged with the care and safe-keep- 
ing of all lost, stolen, and abandoned property coming into the 
possession of the police, as well as the effects of the insane, and of 
persons dying in the District of Columbia without relatives or friends. 

Appended to this report is a classified statement of all property 
coming into the hands of the property clerk during the fiscal year, 
the total setting forth the sum of $2,659,740. 
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Notwithstanding the great increase in the volume of work per- 
formed by the chief (also property) clerk, the records of his office 
arc in splendid condition and thoroughly up to date. 

In addition to the report of the property clerk, a statement of the 
financial expenditures is also appended. 

SALARY INCREASE 

At the last session of Congress legislation was enacted increasing 
the compensation paid members of the force to such an extent as to 
place them on a par with respect to salaries with many of the larger 
cities of the United States, legislation which was much needed, and 
the passage of which has already had a tendency to improve the 
morale of the force. 

This legislation also carried a provision granting to all members 
of the force one day off in each week of seven days in lieu of Sunday, 
with the proviso that the commissioners could in case of emero-ency 
suspend the granting of such leave pending the continuance of such 
emergency. To put into effect this provision of law would require 
the service of 165 additional men, and this number was included in 
the second deficiency bill, which failed of passage in the last hours 
of the Congress. The commissioners were therefore obliged to de- 
clare an emergency until such time as the numerical strength of the 
toree was increased as recommended. 

It was confidently hoped and believed that the passage of the 
salary legislation referred to would not only have the effect of im- 
proving the morale of the force but that it would also attract a suf- 
ficient number of men of high caliber to keep the ranks continually 
filled and to place on the eligible list a number sufficient to permit 
of the immediate appointment of the additional 165 privates as soon 
as the deficiency bill is enacted into law. Recruiting has been

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RE COM MENDATION S 
(1) POLICE HEADQUARTERS AND CENTRAL STATION 

I can not too strongly stress the utter and absolute immediate 
need of definite steps looking to the erection of a modern building 
to be used as a central police station and police headquarters, in 
which should be housed the administration offices of the department 
detective bureau, traffic bureau, and the various other branches of 
the service. 

Police headquarters now occupies seven rooms on the basement 
floor of the Municipal Budding and five rooms on the second floor 
ot said building, the traffic bureau being compelled to transact its 
great volume of business on the third floor of what is known as the 
" Graham Building," at the southwest corner of Fourteenth and E 
Streets NW. The first precinct station house, located on Twelfth 
Street between D and E Streets NW., is a three-storv, old, dilapi- 
dated, and unserviceable building. Under the existing conditions 
it is impossible to transact the great volume of public business falling 
to the department with that degree of effieicncv and dispatch which 
should characterize all of its operations. 

A police headquarters and central police station should compre- 
hend the following: 

(1) Basement floor: Gymnasium and drill hall; storage: property 
hies, etc.; heating plant ; printing office. 

(2) Ground floor: Central police station with offices, squad rooms 
and cell rooms: traffic bureau; detective bureau. 

(3) Second floor: Superintendent's suite; administrative-section 
with separate offices for members of the staff; offices of the chief 
(also property) clerk; trial board room; general board room. 

(4) Third floor: Auditorium, club rooms, training school. 

(5) Fourth floor: Sleeping quarters. 

(2) ADDITIONAL PRECINCTS 

The rapidity with which heretofore large unsettled areas are beino* 
built up has made it incumbent upon the department to outline a 
plan for the immediate and future development of the police service 
to such an extent as will meet the conditions resulting therefrom. 

In order to properly police the territory comprised in the jurisdic- 
tion it is recommended that steps be taken to acquire three sites for 
the erection of new station houses and the establishment of addi- 
tional precincts. The first one of these to be considered is that in 
the vicinity of Colorado and Georgia Avenues NW., which would 
t)e the headquarters of the proposed thirteenth precinct and would 
('omprise the territory lying north of Buchanan Street and between 
Kock Creek on the west and Riggs Road on the east. This territory 
is a part of the tenth police precinct, has a population of approxi- 
mately 130,000, an acreage of 3,696, and an area in square miles of 

Next in order of importance is the purchase of a site in Benning 
lor the^erection of the fourteenth precinct station, which would com- 
prise the territory east of the Eastern Branch and the Potomac River 
and north of Pennsylvania Avenue SE., all of which is new a part

of the eleventh precinct, the largest precinct in point of acreage and 
mileage in the police jurisdiction, covering as it does 11,292 acres, 
with an area of approximately 17% square miles, with a population 
widely scattered. 

The necessity for the establishment of a precinct in Tenley, which 
comprises the territory west of Rock Creek and north of Massa- 
chusetts Avenue, all of which is now a part of the seventh pre- 
cinct, with an acreage of 9,459 and approximately 14% square miles, 
is most vital. 

Some years ago it was found necessary to erect in Tenley a sub- 
station and to permanently assign a portion of the seventh precinct 
command to such substation for the patrol of a part of this territory, 
and in the projected development it will not be necessary to purchase 
a new site, nor would it be necessary to erect a new station as the 
present building will answer all requirements for some years to come, 
but it will be necessary to provide a captain for the command of this 
precinct and additional men for the patrol force as it is rapidly being 
built up and the vast stretches of territory, which a few years ago 
were nothing but dense woods or vacant open spaces, are now being 
rapidly improved and populated. 

(3) GARAGE AND REPAIR SHOP 

The police department at present has an old brick building situated 
on School Street, between Four and a half and Sixth Streets SW. 
(formerly the ambulance stables) which is used as a repair shop for 
the constantly increasing and most essential fleet of motor vehicles 
of various descriptions, including headquarters touring cars, patrol 
wagons and motor cycles. The space is inadequate and this building 
should be replaced by a modern up-to-date garage and repair shop. 

(4) NEEDED LEGISLATION 

(1) Dance halls: It is recommended that section 7 of the act of 
Congress approved July 1. 1902. be repealed and that the commis- 
sioners be given specific authority to enact regulations relative to the 
licensing of businesses, trade.., and professions in the District of 
Columbia and to enact necessary regulations for the conduct of such 
businesses, trades, professions, and callings. The reason for this 
recommendation is obvious, as conditions have materially changed 
since the enactment of the act of Congress referred to and as action 
ot the courts in many cases has had the effect of practically nullifying 
certain paragraphs of said act of Congress. * 

(2) Fugitive law: I renew my recommendation and urge the enact- 
ment of a fugitive law which will permit the authorities to hold for 
,a reasonable period fugitives who come within the jurisdiction after 
notification to the local authorities from another urisdiction that 
the person wanted and detained has committed a crime there 

(3) Deadly and dangerous weapons: For many, manv years this 
department has recommended the enactment of adequate weapon 
legis ation but so far without result, a condition to which is no doubt 
due tne fact, that the reports show a'gradual increase in the number of 
apprehensions of persons for carrying and for using dangerous weapons. 
The; e is pending now before the Congress a bill known as the " Capper 
bill, which, ,f enacted into law. will place in the hands of the authori- 
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ties an adequate weapon through the use of which there may be 
brought about a material reduction in the number of crimes of violence, 
and it is urged that the commissioners request the speedy enactment 
of such legislation. 

(4) Additional court judges: It is urgently recommended that 
provision be made for two additional judges for the police court. 
The law creating the police court and providing for two judges to sit 
therein was enacted many years ago when the total number of cases 
brought before such court was approximately one-fifth of the number 
brought before such court at the present time, notwithstanding 
which fact there has been no increase in the number of judges. 

(fi) REFORM IN CRIMINAL PROCEDURE 

There is an apparent need for a speedy reform in our methods of 
criminal procedure. No less an authority than the Hon. William 
Howard Taft is quoted as saying: 

It is not too much to say that the administration of criminal law in this country 
is a disgrace to our civilization and that the prevalence of crime and fraud which 
here is generally in excess of that in European countries is due largely to the 
failure of the law and its administration to bring criminals to justice. 

Perhaps conditions can not be better portrayed than by quoting 
the following from American Police System, by Raymond B. Fosdict: 

The police are but one part of the machinery of justice. Their function is to 
maintain order and if necessary apprehend offenders. With the prosecution, 
trial, and punishment of these offenders, however, they have little to do. They 
start the process but they do not finish it. The prosecuting attorney's office, 
the courts, and the prisons take up the thread of their work where the police 
leave it. The operation of justice is a single operation working through a number 
of agencies. 

H follows, therefore, that the effectiveness of the police can not be judged 
apart from the effectiveness of other agencies with which they are associated in 
working for a common end. If the district attorney's office is lax in its prosecu- 
tions, if legal procedure makes for delay and uncertainty, if the court is slothful 
or open to unworthy influence in its decisions, the ends of justice for which the 
police arc working arc apt to be defeated. The failure of a single agency impairs 
the work of all. 

This is a point which can not be too strongly emphasized. In the popular 
mind the police are often held responsible for results over which they have no 
control. They share the ignominy which belongs to other parts of the machine, 
as well as the discouragement of association with an enterprise which so often 
fails. Efficient work on their part in the detection of a criminal, for example, cr 
in the prevention of an abuse, stands an excellent chance of being mangled a* d 
destroyed in the subsequent processes. Indeed, without the support of an 
administration of justice that is prompt and certain consistently effective polire 
work is out of the question. 

It is, of course, a notorious fact that such support is not given our police forces. 
There is no part of its work in which American law fails so absolutely and so 
Ludicrously as in the conviction and punishment of criminals. 

This is not meant as a criticism of the courts of the District of 
Columbia but as an appeal for the reformation of a system which is 
nation wide and which grows more cumbersome with the passing of 
the years. 

(6) It is earnestly recommended that legislation be enacted making 
drug addiction in the District of Columbia a felony, such legislation 
to provide that any person found guilty of being a drug addict shall 
be subjected to a penalty of not less than one year nor more than 
Hve years in the workhouse, to the end that they may receive medical 
treatment in an effort to cure them of the drug habit. Such action 
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would enforce regularity of habits and outdoor exercise, which, in 
addition to other standard treatment for drug addiction, would in 
most cases have the effect of restoring such unfortunates both men- 
tally and physically to such an extent that after their release they 
would be able to withstand temptation and might become useful 
members of society. 

In the past much difficulty has been experienced in procuring 
evidence necessary for prosecution against persons illegally trafficking 
in narcotics, due, I believe, to the heavy penalties imposed by the 
courts on persons convicted of such an offense. The dealer in nar- 
cotic drugs is becoming more secretive and cautious each year, never 
making a sale to anyone who is not well known to him or recom- 
mended by some one thoroughly trusted by him. Recoveries of 
drugs from dealers and users have been smaller than at any time in 
the past five years. They are finding it more difficult each year to 
get their supplies. Drug addicts are always in mortal fear of a 
shortage, and frequently are compelled to go for days without the 
drug, a condition which has resulted in a considerable number of 
such unfortunates applying for and receiving treatment at Gallinger 
Hospital, which is well equipped for this purpose, but such treatment 
is entirely voluntary on their part, and it is believed that the enact- 
ment of a law making drug addiction an offense wherein it would be 
merely necessary to establish the fact that a. person is an addict and 
providing the penalty outlined such treatment could be made com- 
pulsory, and the resulting benefits would be great indeed. 

(7) It is again recommended that legislation be enacted regulating 
the licensing of chiropractors and osteopaths and other practitioners 
of this type, in order that the public may be safeguarded against 
quacks and other persons not qualified to render professional service, 
and making it unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to use in 
connection with his, their, or its business any words or letters or any 
implication designating him, her, or it to be practitioners of medicine 
or surgery in any of its branches without first complying with the 
provisions of such law. 

THE TRAFFIC PROBLEM 

Traffic continues to present a problem of ever-increasing importance 
in this as in other urban communities. The natural increase in the 
number of automobiles using the highways of the city each year very 
naturally makes for increased congestion and adds materially to the 
difficulties encountered in attempting to regulate its movement. 

Parking facilities do not exist and can not be made to exist to the 
extent necessary to accommodate even a small portion of the auto- 
mobiles whose drivers seek such facilities. The commissioners have 
in view, however, a comprehensive program of widening various 
streets in the congested section of the city, and in this connection it 
is recommended that consideration be given the following streets- 

Sixth Street between Louisiana and Massachusetts Avenues NW. 

lentil Street between F Street and Massachusetts Avenue NW 

l^venth Street between G Street and Massachusetts Avenue NW. 

Iwelltn Street from Pennsylvania Avenue to E Street NW 

Fifteenth Street between H and I Streets NW. 
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It is urgently recommended that legislation be immediately enacted 
establishing a traffic court, the function of which should be the trial 
of traffic cases exclusively and such legislation should also provide 
against forfeitures of collateral to the end that all persons arrested 
on charge of violation of any of the traffic regulations be given a 
hearing in open court. 

It is also recommended that legislation be enacted making it 
obligatory upon the court to impose a jail sentence on conviction of 
any person on the charge of operating an automobile while under the 
influence of liquor. 

It is the consensus of opinion of all students of traffic conditions, 
however, that the first and most urgent need with respect to in- 
creased efficiency in the handling of traffic is a material increase in 
the number of policemen assigned to the special duty of directing 
and controlling traffic. There are at least 45 intersections in the 
District of Columbia which are points of traffic congestion, where, 
because of a limited force, it is impossible to assign policemen. The 
Senate Committee on " Traffic conditions in the District of Colum- 
bia," of which Senator L. Heisler Ball is the chairman, after careful 
investigation expressed the opinion that there should be at least 
200 additional traffic officers. 

THE SMOKE SCREEN 

The police department in its efforts to stamp out the illict sale and 
use of liquor has been confronted with many obstacles, but none 
more dastardly and difficult of control than the deadly smoke screen, 
which is a device frequently used in recent months by drivers of 
automobiles transporting liquor in violation of law. A tank is 
attached to the machine containing oil or 'gas producing substances 
which may or may not be poisonous in nature. This tank is con- 
nected with the exhaust and when the driver finds that he is being 
pursued by a police officer he can by means of a valve connection 
throw out a dense and impenetrable cloud of smoke or poisonous or 
blinding gas. The commissioners have recently enacted a regulation 
providing a heavy fine for any person convicted of using such a device 
tor the purpose of eluding pursuit or defeating capture, but it is 
not believed that this will have the desired effect. 

It is therefore recommended that Congress be asked to enact 
legislation making it a felony punishable by not less than two years 
in the penitentiary for any owner or operator of an automobile to 
have such a device attached to same. 

HEAVIER PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF LIQUOR LAWS 

The uncompromising attitude of this department in enforcing the 
liquor laws is evidenced by the comprehensive figures given in 
another part of this report, but continuous and indefatigable as 
<>ur efforts are they fail of that complete fulfillment which is our 
aim because of the" utter inadequacy of the penalties provided by 
law and because of the delays experienced in the courts in bringing 
offenders to trial after they are arrested. 

The sale of liquor is not an offense which is committed on the 
spur of the moment where there might be offered the defense of 
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lark of knowledge of the law or lack of forethought in complying 
with its provisions. On the contrary, it is generally a carefully 
planned and successfully executed violation of a law, the existence 
of which is known to all men. 

The experience of this department forces me to the conclusion 
that the imposition of a small fine in cases of this character does 
not and never will act as a deterrent, and it is recommended therefore 
that the penalty clause with relation to the illegal sale of liquor be 
amended so as to provide a jail sentence of at least 60 days for the 
first offense without fine, with proportionately heavy increase in the 
period of imprisonment for each subsequent offense. 

The reports of the various subordinates of the department are 
not submitted in detail but are on file at these headquarters and 
available for reference at any time. 

Among the details included herewith are the summaries of arrests, 
disposition of cases, casualty statistics, and reports showing the 
value of the property recovered by the police and its disposition 
and the financial operations of the department.
